Lewis of Bourbon, the II. of that Name, that 1s 
to ſay, the Hero of whom 1 am now to ſpeak, was 
born at Pazj:, the 8h, of Seprember, in the Year, 
1621. Lewis the XI. his God-Father, gave him 
his own Name, and while his Father 1iv?d, he bore 
the Title of Duke of Enguicns This Young Prince 
was Grand-Son to Lewis the I. that famous Prince 


-' of Conde, who after the Death of Hey II. put 


himſelf at the Head of the Male-contents, in the 


Civil-Wars abont Religion, for thoſe Reaſons 
which are known to all the World; and Son of 


Heary of Bourbon, and Margarct of Mi nnovenci. 
After the Death of mis I, Prince 'of Corde, 


who was flam after a moſt execrable manner, by a 


Captain of the Duke of joys Guards, Her. IV. 
who' to preſerve his Crown, found himſelf con- 
ftrain'd to renounce his Religion, was deſirous 
that the Young Henry ſhonld be bred wp int the 
lame. Principles which he chad embrac'd himſelf, 


and'Þ:d be-un both to pratiſe'and profeſs. To

ſuch extraordinary Care was tan to infnſe into

Worſhip. Infomnuch, that it may be {1d of him, 
that he was born for the Re-eſtabliſhment of the 
Catholick Religion, which the Prince, his Father, 
would have rooted out of F: ance; that he only 1t- 
yd to defend it ; and that he was the Ornament 
and Glory of it. 


It may be readily conjeQur'd by this Portrai- DAP 
Qure , that Prince Henry of Bourbun was no lefs 1629. 
deſirous that his Son, the Duke of Fnguien, ſhould SD 


be brought up betimes in the knowledge of a Reli- 
gion of which himſelf was in ſome meaſore the 
Support and Column. And he had aPaſſion ſo'ex- 
traordinary for it, that ſo ſoon as he arriv?d to be 
8 Years of Age,his Father ſent him to Boxrges,to the 
Colledge of Jeſuits, where he was commirted to 
the Tuition of two Perſons of that Order, the . 
molt able and learned that could bs found. Thus 
the Young Prince continu?d Three Years in that 
Houſe, going regularly every day to his Form. or 
Ps. 1-w well as the Reſt of the Inferiour Schollers, 
And in regard he had a quick and piercing Wit, a 
retentive Memory, and a great number of Natural 
Endowments, his Tutors underſtood ſo well to 
ultivate his Genius, that at Twelve : ears of Age 
he was able to diſconrſe of Religion after a very 
rational manner, and at Thirteen Years of Age, 
he had improv'd himſelf ſo perfeQtly in his:courſe 
of Phyloſophy, that he maintain'd ſeveral Theſs's 
and Arguments in publick, with that ſubtlery and 
lolidity that: he became the wonder of all that 
neard him, my

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- Certain it is, that this Great Prince was a pro- 
x. Receptacle. for all manner of Sciences and 
Learning, but his predominant Paſſion Jed him to a 
Martial Life.

Card Riche 
Cardinal Richlic« dy*'d upon the 45. of Decem-licw * 
ber, 1642. 

All People imagin'd, that upon the Death of 
that Miniſter, the Face of Aifirs would have 
ſtrangely alter'd ; and rhat Zemw the XIII, who 
had been as it were a Slice for twenty Years toge- 
ther, would take that opportunity to break his 
Chains. But through a ſtrange Fatality, not eaſie 
to be patallePd, that Prince who had boaſted, up- 
on the News of the Cirdina!s Death, thar now he 
ſhould þegin to be a King, had not however'the 
Courage to ſhake off 10 baſe and iznominions a 
Yoke; and notwithſtanding the averſion he had 
for the Memory of that Cardinal, he ſaw himſelf 
conſtraind, through his own Cowardlinefs, not 
only to difſemble one part of his Sentiments, but 
to authorize the Diſpoſal, which that Miniſter had 
made by his laſt Will, of rke Principal Employ- 
ments, and moſt important Preterments in the 
Kingdom, In a word, the Rindred and Favon- 
rites of Cardinal Richlicn enjoy d all the Advanta- 
ges which he had procur'd ?*m, altogether as pea- 
ceably after his Death, as they did in his Life-time, 
And Cardinal Mazari», who was the only Perſon of 
all his Greatures, in whom h< moſt confided, and 
who was moſt deeply engagd in his Intereſts, was 
made'choice of to Succeed him in the Government 
of Affairs.
